-In England in ancient 
times his feast was celebrated with 
great solemnity in the public 
schools and elsewhere.

6, is still observed with curious 
public ceremonies in Germany. 

The nearness of the feast to that 
of Christmas Day led to the con- 
founding of the two, so that we 
are told that Santa Claus, a Dutch 
corruption of St. Nicholas, gives 
the presents of Christmas. ‘ 

In art St. Nicholas is represented 
as clad in episcopal robes and 
carrying three purses, illustrating 
the saint’s charity. 

His supposed relics. were con 
veyed from the East to Bari in the 
Kingdom of Naples May 9, 1807, 
and in the Russian church the an- 
niversary of this transferral is still 
observed as a festival. He is the 
patron saint of that church, as well 
as of many European cities.

Year Dates Of 
Japanese Cancels 


From very early times, the Jap 
anese followed the practice of ap- 
pointing year-names, carefully se- 
lected through combinations of a 
relatively small number of Chi- 
nese characters having connota- 
tions of good omen, for the 
chronological designation of peri- 
ods in Japanese history. But the 
year-names so selected did not 
coincide with the periods of reign 
of Japanese emperors. However, 
in January 1868, when Emperor 
Mutsuhito assumed direct rule 
over Japan, the_new era was 
given the name Meiji. Meiji re- 
mained the official title for the rest 
of the emperor’s long reign which 
lasted until 1912, and the name 
was then given to the emperor as 
his personal posthumous title. 
Similarly, when Emperor Yoshi- 
hito ascended the throne in 1912, 
the era-name selected — Taisho 
— continued in use- until 1926, 
and was then given to Emperor 
Yoshihito as his personal pos- 
thumous title. Finally, when Em- 
peror Hirohito. ascended the 
throne in 1926, his era was named 
Showa. The following table pro- 
vides a ready reference for the 
conversion of Japanese year- 
names and numbers for the period 
running from the appearance of 
the first Japanese postage stamps 
in 1871 to the present time:

The era-names “Meiji”, “Tai- 
sho” and “Showa’” signify, re- 
spectively, “Enlightened Rule”, 
“Great Righteousness” and “Ra- 


diant Peace.” 

After 1-January, 1873 when 
Japan adopted the Gregorian cal- 
endar, the era-name year num- 
bers corresponded exactly with 
the Gregorian year numbers, i.e. 
the first day of the month of 
Meiji 6 was actually the equiva- 
lent of 1 January, 1873 and the 
last day of the last month of 
Meiji corresponded exactly with 
31 December, 1873, and son on. 

However, previous to 1 Janu- 
ary, 1873, Japan used the lunar 


Elcalendar and not the Gregorian

The old Jap- 
anese lunar calendar alternated 
irregularly between 29 day and 
30 day months and almost every 
third year there was a thirteenth 
month (Years contained an in- 
tercalery month whenever New 
Year would otherwise have fallen 
a whole month too early). For- 
tunately, no extra month came 
in either Meiji 4 or Meiji 5 — 
the years of greatest interest in 
connection with the early phila- 
tely of Japan. :

Actually, the first 
postage stamps of Japan appeared 
on the first day of the third 
month of Meiji 4 which was not 
1 March, 1871 but was, as will 
be seen n through use of the table 
above 20 April, 1871.

Thumbs Down 


Isn’t it time to call a halt, to turn thumbs down on most of the 
mew stamp issues? Isn’t it about time that collectors take some

f general knowledge of and an interest in the 
world as a whole. 

: General collecting held up pretty well 
f until the first world war but the deluge 
of new stamps that came immediately fol- 
lowing the start of that war and have con- 
tinued ever since were the death knell of 
the general collector. 

Since that period, almost everything has 
been thrown at the collector, until today 
it is rather difficult to find two collectors 
: who collect the same thing. It has been 
necessary to form national societies, with 
members scattered all over the country in 
order that tollectors interested in the same 
thing may confer with others of the same 
interest for mutual advancement in their chosen field of collecting. 

Time was when one could take his duplicates to the stamp club 
and always find a swap for some other stamps he did not have but 
mot so today. 

In the average stamp club in our bigger cities today it is almost 
impossible to trade one’s duplicates with other collectors because the 
other fellow is not collecting the same thing you are collecting. 

The deluge of new stamps month after month that comes from 
gome countries are not necessary postal issues, they are issued solely 
because the Postal Administrations of those countries have become 
aware of the fact that there is a ready market in American Dollars 
for such stamps and they simply throw the book at the collector and 
let him pay through the nose. This situation is certain to continue 
just so long as the collector will stand and take it. 

The art of issuing new stamps for the collector has been developed 
to such an extent. that in some of the countries where this is practiced 
the sale of the new issues is controlled by government agencies and 
ordinary collectors and dealers can not supply the material. , Just so 
Jong as the collector will buy the trash it is certain to be prepared 
for him for the methods of printing now in effect are so simple that it 
costs little more to produce an entirely new issue than it would to 
make new plates for a current issue. 

Will the collector rebel or will he continue to buy this class of 
material as long as it is dished out to him? 


More Interest In Stamps 


Regardless of TV we are of the opinion that world wide interest 
in stamps has been growing in the gast years. We are of the old school 
and enjoy stamps most from the standpoint of a student as were the 
old collectors in past years who built up fine collections. 

For our part we have had TV for over five years now and I 
am ready to confess that there is much of TV that holds: so little 
interest that it is a simple matter to turn it off or to leave it go for 
whole days at a time and never turn it on. If TV is to Seriously intefere 
with stamp collecting or any other hobby that anyone has then TV will 
have to change its ways for much of it is of so little interest that it 
becomes tiresome to watch it. 

With stamps one can enjoy an evening without having his intelli- 
gence insulted by all the hogwash about cigarettes and an unlimited 
number of questionable claims about this, that and the other brand. 
With stamps we can enjoy an evening without the commercials. 

If you like the commercials, then try New Zealand where you can 
find commercials on the backs of your stamps, or try some of the 
modern French and Belgian issues which have a touch of commercial 
with them. 

Yes, regardless of TV we believe that more and more people are 
collecting stamps each year in some form or other. The big problem 
is to get them interested deeply enough, to get them out in the open 
where we can count them. 

Fifty years ago there was one weekly stamp paper with a circu- 
Jation of six or séven thousand copies. Today there are a half dozen 
or so each of which is larger than the one of fifty years age and the 
total circulation of which today is perhaps 150,000. 

Stamps are’ on sale in more stores across the country than ever 
before. The big problem is to hold on to those new recruits and get 
them out in the open. 

In the past few years there has come from Europe, more new 
catalogues of stamps then ever before. There seems to be a catalog 
for almost very type and form of collecting, catalogues for single 
countries, groups of countries, many different topical subjects, cata- 
logue after catalogue in an unending number. 

There is every evidence that interest in stamps is spreading, just 
what causes it is hard to discover but the fact that the world is getting 
closer together, that the people know and understand one another better, 
must have some bearing on the situation. : 

We have always believed that stamp collecting would have a great 
influence.on world peace and world conditions in general. It is such 
a universal hobby, understood by everyone because it is the collection 
of pictures and everyone can read a picture. Given use 
of the mails behind and in front of the iron curtain and stamp col- 
lectors would set up and develop a brotherhood that would go far 
beyond any fraternal organization anywhere on earth.

And* that, friends, is the theme 
of the first few paragraphs of this 
week’s U. S. Notes. 

You will recall that the utterly 
bad judgment of the UN Postal 
Administration in only having 200,- 
000 of the UN 10th Anniversary sou- 
venir sheets printed was scored 
heavily here. Not because the 
sheets aren’t a_ desirable item, but 
because Reidar Tvedt, the chief of 
that unit of the United Nations had 
again flubbed his duty and public 
relations with collectors of United 
Nations stamps and stationery. 

The sheets were all sold out 
around noon on the day they were 
released and hundreds of collectors 
standing in line at the windows 
were turned away without any. 
True, the-quantity per person was 
rationed after the big rush was on, 
but by that time some of the big 
NYC dealers had all their office 
help and whatever friends they 
could dig up in line for them buy- 
ing the limit of sheets. 

These 15c face souvenirs went 
immediately to 50c and more per 
copy, and on first day cover at a 
dollar and more. A lot of people 
had to pay through the nose for an 
incompetent’s lack of the rudiments 
of merchandising. 

Word came out that the UN would 
reprint this sheet exactly like the 
originals and they would be made 
available to the public. That, I 
thought, was some show of good 
sense and an indication that the 
outfit realized its error and wanted 
to do right. 

So, then came the announcement 
that a total of 15,000 would come in 
the second batch, and that each 
collector would be entitled to buy 
one, or possibly two sheets when 
they were placed on sale from 
9:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. on Sunday 
November 27. 

People should spend hours of 
their precious Sunday leisure time, 
plus gasoline if they went by auto, 
or 30c for the round-trip by bus or 
subway, to stand in line to buy one 
r ‘‘possibly two’ souvenir sheets 
having a value at the most of 15c 
or 

In bountiful munificence the 
United Nations Postal Administra- 
tion tosses a measly crumb of a 
sheet or two to the philatelic beg- 
gars and feels that it is making a 
tremendous concession and doing a 
wonderful thing! 

In my opinion that is one of the 
most thoughtless and . insulting 
slaps in the face collectors have 
ever gotten. 

On October 24, the limit was 25. 
Those who could get them had the 
opportunity of making some extra 
dough or hoarding them. Those 
who weren’t ‘“‘lucky’’ now. have to 
settle for one, or ‘‘possibly two’’. 
What has the UN to lose if a half 
million extra are produced? It is 
all clear profit except for the prob- 
— Yec per sheet it costs to print 


m. 
Is this outfit trying to hold up 
the selling price for the dealers 
who got theirs on October 24 by 
only releasing an additional 15,000? 
That’s the way it looks to a lot_of 
people who talked with me in New 
York, 

The sooner they close up that 
monument of mismanagement, cur- 
tail UN stamps to the official use 
of the UN offices, and forbid their 
sale to collectors, the sooner the 
United Nations will have removed 
a serious blot from its public rela- 
tions in the United States. 
Crumbs for the philatelic beg- 
gars! Bah!

Islands and in Mindanao continued 
for another two or three months, 
but following the Japanese capture 
of Mindanao on 5 May, and the 
capitulation of Samar and Leyte on 
25 May, all of the Philippines were 
brought under Japanese enemy con- 
trol. 

On 23 January 1942, through the 
order of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces, a new form of government 
—the Philippine Executive Commis- 
sion—was organized. The Chair- 
man of the Commission was the 
supreme head under the ‘‘com- 
mands and orders of the Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Imperial Japan- 
ese Forces in the Philippines.” 

Composing the Executive Com- 
mission were six commissioners, 
heading the various departments of 
the new Government. Under the 
Department of Public Works and 
Communications was the Bureau of 
Communications which had, among 
its duties, the reopening of the post 
offices and the restoration of mail 
facilities. 

On 21 February 1942, the Philip- 
pine Executive Commission re- 
ceived an order from the Japanese 
Military Administration to reopen 
post offices and, on 4 March, mail 
facilities were reopened in Greater 
Manila. From time to time, further 
offices were reopened. Of the over 
one thousand city and municipal 
post offices before the outbreak of 
war, only one-half were reopened 
from 1942-1944, 

The first of the provisional post- 

age stamps and provisional post 
cards appeared on 4 March 1942, 
followed on 18 May by the first of 
the commemorative issues. On 12 
November, the first semipostals in 
the history of philately in the 
Philippine Islands appeared; the 
first postage due stamps came out 
on 3 September. 
In 1943, the first two values of 
the first definitive _occupation 
stamps, came on 1 April; the first 
official stamps (the KP’s) came 
out on 1 June; and the first sou- 
venir sheets made their appear- 
ance on 14 October. 

Languages permitted in postal 
communication were restricted to 
Japanese, Tagalog, English and 
Spanish, for local delivery, and, for 
delivery outside the Philippines, 
communications were restricted to 
those written in Japanese—in Chin- 
ese characters, in the syllabary 
known as kana or written with Ro- 
man letters. 

Censorship markings were ap- 
plied to all mail matter until 1 July 
1943 when censorship continued but 
the use of the rubber stamps of the 
military censorship was discon- 
tinued. 

As to postage rates: domestic let- 
ters were assessed 2 centavos as 
from 4 March 1942, the rate rising 
to 5 centavos as from 1 September 
in that year; the same rates were 
applicable for postcards save that, 
as from 2 December 1942, the rate 
reverted to 2 centavos. 

The same rates given above were 
made applicable as from 5 October 
1942 for mail addressed for de- 
livery in Japan, Korea, Formosa, 
Sakhalien, Kwantung, Manchukuo, 
China, Java, Malaya, Sumatra, 
Burma and Northern Borneo. The 
service was further extended, as 
from 1 August 1943, to. include 
Southern Borneo, Little Sunda, the 
Moluccas and the Celebes. 

The Manila Post Office reopened, 

free of all Japanese control, on 16 
April 1945. 
The following are some para- 
graphs of interest which in them- 
selves might be termed ‘“‘short 
short’? stories— 


The three values of the postage 
stamps of the Philippine Islands is- 
sued under Japanese Occupation, 
which: appeared on 30 April 1943 
were known as the KALIBAPI IS- 
SUE. In December 1942, the Japa- 
nese engineered the organization 
of the KALIBAPI or “Association 


for Service to the New Philippines.’’ 


The full title was KAPISANAN SA 
PAGLILINGKOD SA BANBONG 
PILIPINAS. 

Like the Imperial Rule. Assist- 
ance Association in Japan, the Con- 
cordia Society in Manchukuo, or 
the Hsin Min Hui in North China, 
the KALIBAPI was intended to re- 
place the old political parties. by an 
all-embracing association devoted 
to propaganda for the cause of 
Japan and the Co-Prosperity 
Sphere, pacification work in the 
guerrilla areas, and economic re- 
construction along the lines desired 
by the Japanese.

be readily distinguished. The first 
printing. that of 30 April 1943 and 
the second printing, that of 7 Sep- 
tember 1944 both have a curved 
bar deleting UNITED STATES ‘OF 
AMERICA. The former is 324%4mm 
across and the latter is between 31 
and 324%mm in width. 


The rarest of the stamps of the 
Japanese Occupation of the Philip- 
pine Islands is the 1 peso on 4 pesos 
of 30 April 1943. When this stamp 
appeared and save for the first 
four customers, sales were restrict- 
ed to five stamps per customer. It 
was completely sold out in two 
hours after being offered. Govern- 
ment stocks of the basic underlying , 
stamps amounted to only 19,975: 
copies in all, thereby restricting 
the quantity which could be over- 
printed in compliance with the or- 
ders of the Japanese authorities. 

Large quantities of this stamp 
were destroyed during the street-} 
fighting for the American libera- 
tion of Manila and elsewhere. In 
the case of each sheet, one stamp 
had the “S’”’ inverted in the over- 
printed ‘ONE PESO” at the foot of 
the stamp, making this the rarest 
of the errors on the postage stamps 
of the Philippines under Japanese 
Occupation. 











It is not difficult to differentiate 
between the first printing (on 16 
September 1943) and the second 
printing (on 10 April 1944) of the 
2 peso value of the definitive issues. 
In the case of the first printing, the 
paper is thick and the perforations 
clear and cleanly cut. The paper 
is much thinner in the second print- 
ing, the watermark is clearly seen 
and the perforations are dull-cut 
and are almost like pin perfora- 
tions. 








The inscriptions on the Independ- 
ence Issue, 14 October 1943, of the 
postage stamps of the Philippines 
under Japanese Occupation are of 
interest. At the top is seen, in 
Tagalog, KALAYAAN NG PILIPIN- 
AS, meaning ‘Independence of the 
Philippines.”” Immediately below 
it, in ancient Malayan script, is 
the same. The English word POST- 
AGE is also to be seen on these 
stamps 

The Official Stamps of the Japan- 
ese Occupation of the Philippine 
Islands embody the Chinese char- 
acters meaning “Official Use’? and 
the initials ‘‘K.P.”” K.P. stands for 
the Tagalog KAGAMITAN (‘‘Use’’) 
and PAMPAMAHALAAN (‘‘Gov- 
ernment’’).

The Cook Islands are off the 
main shipping routes, but are 
linked with New Zealand via mo- 
tor vessel and air. The distances 
between the various islands are 
rather large, Aitutaki, for ex- 
ample, being 140 miles from Rar- 
otonga. Still, this is considered 
close by Cook Island standards 
as Pukapuka and Penrhyn are 
more than 700 miles distant from 
the main island! 

Aitutaki itself has an area of 
roughly 7 square miles and a 
population of 2600 which is about 
double of what it was at the time 
of the first World War. It con- 
sists of a chain of islets strung 
around a fine lagoon. It has rich 
fishing gronds and a fertile soil 
which supports the principal 
products of the Cook group, 
namely oranges, bananas and to- 
matoes, 

There is also a consfderable 
production of copra which results 
from coconuts being split open 
and laid in the sun to dry. The 
dried-up kernels are then gath- 
ered and shipped away, mainly 
for the production of oil. 

Aitutaki’s people are of the 
Maori race and share the common 
traditions of Polynesia. Although 
contact between the island group 
and New Zealand was lost for 
centuries, a New Zealand Maori 
speaking his own language is 
readily understood in the Cook 
group! There are less than 300 
Europeans on all the 12 inhabited 
islands, most of them on Raro- 
tonga, This explains why non- 
philatedic covers of Aitutaki are 
practically non-existent. 

There is a kind of local aris- 
tocracy of elders and nobles, 
known as the “arikis”, a title 
which is customarily passed on 
to the heirs. General dress 
throughout the islands are cotton 
dresses for the women and shirts 
and trousers for the men. Diseases 
were a major problem until re- 
cent years: when the health serv- 
Ices started a vigorous battle 
against tuberculosis, influenza, 
the measles, the very heavy 
worm infestation and filariasis, a 
mosquito-borne disease.

The Aitutaki islanders raised 
quite a rumpus over this and 
claimed that they had already 
been formally annexed to Britain 
in 1891 and didn’t want to be 
put into the same pot with a lot 
of johnny-come-latelies! Their 
claim was investigated and ad- 
judged proper and _ sovereignty 
in the Crown was formally reaf- 
firmed in a separate proclama- 
tion. 

In actual practice, this didn’t 

make the slightest difference, 
but the niceties of protocol had 
been observed to everyone's sat- 
isfaction. 
_ Aitutaki’s day in the philatelic 
limelight was rather short. The 
island used stamps of its own 
only between 1903 and 1932. Be- 
fore 1903 and since March 15, 
1932, the stamps of the Cook Is- 
lands have been used. All of Ai- 
tutaki’s stamps were intended for 
postal as well as fiscal use but 
were sparingly utilized for either 
purpose.

Scott’s puts 
a premium on only seven used 
stamps out of Aitutaki’s 36 major 
numbers in direct contrast to 
the Gibbons catalogue which 
quotes a higher figure for used 
on every single item! Gibbons’ 
premium for the used material 
over the mint averages 20%. 
Covers are quite scarce and 
sell for several times catalogue 
value: if indeed they can be lo- 
cated at all. It is probably pos- 
sible to assemble a complete used 
collection of Aitutaki, but a 
volume showing all the stamps 
on cover is something that no 
amount of patience is likely to 


produce. 

Of Aitutaki’s first issue of 1902, 
Gibbons lists the orange-red 1/-, 
Scott No. 6a, as a separate major 
number. Gibbons shows two 
noteworthy overprint varieties 
on Scott No. 3 and 9, namely 
missing periods after the word 
“Ava”, worth about $5 each. Also 
missing periods after the word 
“Tiringi” on both colors of the 





1/-, Scott No. 6 and 6a, which 
are worth about $10 each. Inci- 
dentally, all the Aitutaki over- 
print varieties are constant, that 
is, they can be found at least 
once in every sheet. 

Scott Nos. 17, 18 and 24 through 
27. all exist with perforations 14 
x 14%, and 14 x 13%, the value 
being approximately the same. 
However, specialists like to hunt 
for the two different perforations 
se tenant in vertical pairs: some- 
thing that certainly does not turn 
up every day. Such pairs are 
worth at least five times the 
price of a single. 

Gibbons also mentions three 
different overprint varieties on 
Scott No. 18: the dot of the “i’” 
missing in “Tai” and on the sec- 
ond or third “i” in “Tiringi”.

plate block collections, interest- 
ing observations can be noted. 
First we see the last commem- 
orative that was issued and we 
recall how inexpensive it was to 
obtain, either complete or in 
parts. This applies either way: 
whether a plate block dealer sup- 
plies it to you, complete or in 
part, or whether you try to as- 
semble it on your own initiative. 
As you check back the simi- 
lar history of preceding stamps, 
you may note some difference 
from one issue to the other, some 
took longer to complete and some 
took a lot more effort and energy 
to obtain than others. Neverthe- 
less there is a glowing satisfac- 
tion when you do have all of 
these issues complete to your re- 
quirements, be it one number in 
all positions or the more difficult 
phase, all nymbers in all posi- 
tions. 

In the main, this discussion 
leans more heavily towards the 
commemoratives which have a 
greater following than the col- 
lectors of the regular issues be- 
cause they are shorter sets and 
there is a definite limitation to

As you turn back the pages 
in your album a few more‘years, 
to 1948, which is not so long ago, 
you first begin to. realize a great- 
er satisfaction in having been 
consistent in maintaining your 
collection complete. In. these 
short -few years you can now 
look back and see where a goodly 
number of the plate blocks that 
you bought, have suddenly be- 
come less common, elusive, and 
very hard to get.

The fact that 
this government does not engage 
in issuing too many commem- 
orative stamps per year and keeps 
these in the lowest denominations 
is wonderful. Don’t you think so? 
And with this Thanksgiving 
season upon us, plate block col- 
lectors, with interest in building 
their collections, have that too to 
be thankful for.
